For it seeks 
to still convey tl^e impression that 
the cost of govhimment has increased 
under the Socialists tn Milwaukee. 

It does this by taking advantiige of 
the fact tbat certain publk work in 
Milwaukee is now done by direct em¬ 
ployment of labor instead of employ¬ 
ment of jnst as much labor through 
a contractor. Ia the present case 
the labor ia paid from the city pay¬ 
roll and increases the length of the 
payroll. In the other case joit as 
moch money, and. more, is puM oat, 
only the contractors get the money

Old Parties Deride Constitution, Too! 


Madison. Wis,: The legislature this 
week is only tentatively in session. 
Nothing but routine work is being 
au^oded to. Indefinite leave of ab¬ 
sence w*a5 granted to all the mem¬ 
bers imfil Monday. Consequently oMy 
a handful of the law makers are pres¬ 
ent. It is their task to hold a ses¬ 
sion each day and assign bills to their 
proper committees. In the mean¬ 
time the printer and clerks are catch¬ 
ing up with their work and putting 
things in order so (hat next week 
everything will be in readiness for 
business. 


Both the senate and assembly de¬ 
cided in favor of holding the Panama 
exposition of 1915 in Sll Francisco. 
Mach state was requested by congress 
to express its choice between New 
Orleans and San Francisco. Our com¬ 
rades voted in favor of the latter city 
as the labor conditions there are far 
superior to those in New Orleans, 
w’here labor has practically no hold 
whatever. There is no doubt where 
our representatives will stand when 
it is a question between a section of 
the country where organized labor i&.| 
strong and decent living conditions 
prevail, and a section where organized 
labor is being antagonized and starv¬ 
ing wages arc the maximum wages. 

Much is being said these days pro 
and con in regard to the constitution, 
and it would be surprising if it should 
not penetrate into the deliberations 
of the legislature. Formerly it was 
the lone lot of the Socialist to point 
out that the constitution was an ob- 
sriwle to , ioct4j ..progresa, and was 
.Iramc4 in the mtcrest of the property 
classes. Now others are beginning 
to realize what we have foreseen long 
ago. 'The farmers, for instance, are 
beginning to appmeiate the unwieldi¬ 
ness and antiquity of the constitu¬ 
tion, and that invariably works 
against their interest. If they want 
an income tax or a state appropria¬ 
tion for the imprON'ement of highways 
it takes about six years of tedious 
and expens've work to amend the 
constitution so that the state can be 
free to do anything. 

At present the farmers want state 
aid to settlers, and state aid in co¬ 
operative marketing and buying. In 
order that the state may aid the farm¬ 


er in these undertakings it is neces¬ 
sary in each individual ca.sc to go 
through the arduous and bothersome 
task of amending the constitution. 
While this is being tionc. the farmers 
wilt have to be content with the old 
system, regardless of it^ hardship.^ 
and wastfulncss. Such experiences a.s 
these bring the farmers to realize 
what a disadvaougc and how costly 
it is to a constantly growing nation 
to be hampered by a constitution 
which is so rigid that no nutter how 
urgent the need it no immediate re¬ 
lief can be had. It is also bringing 
Yhesc people to recognize how* crude 
and unscientific legislation must be 
which requires twuting and bending 
to make it jibe with the constitution 
In most civilized nations la’rs are en¬ 
acted upon their merit, irrespective 
as to w’hether or not they happen to 
coincide with the views of a document 
w’ritten at an age when the modern 
complex problems which confront 
us were unknown. There the consti¬ 
tution (or what little of it they have) 
is twisted to meet the needs of the 
peopler here the needs of the peo¬ 
ple are thwurted to meet the require¬ 
ments of our constitution. 

*rhe other day the leader of the 
farmers, in speaking on a bi-i w*hich 
had to be drawn up defectively so as 
not tn be declared uncnnttiiutional by 
the courts, even went so far as to 
say that if the constitution stood in 
the way of good'ind necessary legis¬ 
lation, the eottitittttion ought to be 
•wept away. ‘To ns Socialists this is 
nothing sew or ehdeking. for we have 
been arguing siAce giodent indjwtrial- 
film came hito*eSsst«gce that th« needs 
uf the people Ire fsr more sacred than 
the mere abstract propo.sitions put 
Into the cpnstitntion by the property 
interests and Morgans of the revolu- 
lionary pericKl. Of course, tbe good 
and tnnoe'ent people who were so 
shocked when Comrade Liebknecht 
dared to speak irreverently about the 
musty document which has so long 
been an obstacle to righteousness and 
justice, will now undoubtedly go into 
convulsions. 

But it is not only mere farmer as¬ 
semblymen who follow’ the Socialists 
in attacking the constitution. When 
La FoMctte in his speech before the 
Republican platform convention said. 
"The will of the people shall be the 


law of the land. ' and later in his ac¬ 
ceptance speech when he said, "Con¬ 
stitutions will be amended" (b meet 
the new economic and ^«>ciaI needs of 
the people, he wa^ actually ,as irrever¬ 
ent as our great German comrade, 
only he was a little subtler, being 
more of a politician. What difference 
does it make whether you tear up the 
constitution and trample it under your 
feet, or so amend it as to disfigure it 
beyond recognition! Surely if "the 
will of the people shall be (he law of 
(he land" a document containing the 
w'’ll of the people of pa.st generations 
may be of considerable ^historical in¬ 
terest, hut will hardly be revered and 
worshipped by m»-Kiern people, when- 
e%’en it stands in the way of their 
economic need«. Only idiots and the 
capitalists will throw’ up their hands 
in holy horror and feel shocked at 
the proposition to so amend the co*.- 
stitutkm that when the people wSnt 
a law they can have it in whole, and 
not marred in (dklrr to fulfill antique 
constitutional requirements. No sane 
person w'ill say that the people do not 
want perfect laws. They are content 
wifli imperfect laws now because it 
is loo difficult to amend the stale con¬ 
stitution. and practically impossible, 
to amend the United States cimstitU' 
tion. Once the constitution U made 
easily amendable (he people will no 
longer hesitate to change it when¬ 
ever It will be necessary to enact laws 
which are essential to their welfare 
and to meet modern economic needs. 

So we find once more that the So¬ 
cialists with their clear insight and 
deep foresight have preceded tbe rest 
of the country by at least a genera- 
tioni Again we are the vanguard of 
the new civilization, and again htS' 
lory must credit us as being the her 
aids of a truth which others did not 
appreciate and recognize years after 
wc promulgated it. It may not be 
our lot to so alter the constitution 
as to do away with all these absudi- 
lies and interferences with the free 
and unhampered action of the people 
whenever they desire to do some¬ 
thing for themselves, hut we at least 
have done our duty in being the orig¬ 
inators of a movement which cannot 
but result in benefit lo mankind. .At 
livers of progress we do not begrudge 
any one who steals our thunder, so 
long as he uses it effectively. S.

Our last i-onxiitttlioti wa-i .vUtpted in 184R, At that time Wij- 
ron.in was virtually a frontier Mate. The greatest r«rt of it wa* 
coxjercd syifh one vast primeval forest. The lamest city, Milwaukee. 
Iwtl alxnit 10,000 inhabitant-. There were onlv a few towns which 
nail a potnilation of from two to five thousand. 

-ManufacPiniiK in the I'nited Stales was then in its childhood, and 
mere was hardlv anv manufaclnrinc: done in a border state Hke Wis-- 
con-in. Corporations in the pre.Nent sense were not known. 


In those days a corporation nioani a city or a township. There 
were no railr^ds, no telegraphs, no telephones, and, of course, no 
street cars. Public sch^ls were few and far between. A man who' 
could read and reckon yvas looked up to as a wizard in very mamR 
country places.

J. Wesley Hill Interviewed

EADING »o much ihoot 
J. Wetley Hil!. the anti- 
SociRllit preacher, I de¬ 
cided to take a trip np to 

_ hit church, at Fourteenth 

tireet and Ninth arenuc. New \ork 
City, look the old duffer over and 
have a chat with him. 

It certainly waa easy sailing. Not 
for one moment, while in the enemy a 
'•amp, waj my life in danger. 

Entering his priraie oftce I was 
stopped by a stenographer. I handed 
her one of my cards, declaring, at the 
«ame time, that I desired to inienriew 
the Reverend Doctor T Wesley HiU, 
notorious aoti-Socialist and president 
if both the League for S»cial and In¬ 
dividual justice and The loternationai 
Forum association. 

1 did not wait very long before I 
heard a loud voice say: **Show’m 
m.” 

A few seconds later, hat in hand, I 
stood b-fore bis august majesty. I 
noticed at a glance that be was a 
heavy, tall man of about 50 years of 
age. Seated at hU desk, the first 
thing that attracted my attention was 
hta bald head—it shona like a star 
and daarled me with ity brilliance. 1 
next noticed his fat belly. It failed 
to reach his knees by about three 
inches. As I stood there looking at 
him T could not resist asking myself: 
'*Upon what mush doth this our Hill 
feed that he hath grown so fat?** 

"Did you come to see me?** asked 
Hill, ej^ng'me from head to foot. 

**Yes,‘’ was my answer. 

I must have made a good impres¬ 
sion on him, for he handed me a gen¬ 
uine havana as soon as I seated my¬ 
self. Lighting it, I took 1 few puffs 
and nght here I would have the whole 
world know that that cigar w2i a 
dandy. 

J. Wesley was getting impatient. 

"What do you want to sec me 
about?*' he asked abruptly. 

"I want to know when yon intend 
to begin annihilating the Socialists?" 
was my query. 

"That's a strange question to ask.'' 
said Hill after a moment's hesitation. 

"Why?" asked I. 

"Don't you know that the league of 
which I tm president is o\*er a year 
old? Don't you know that we have! up. 
been attacking Socialism all 
time?** Hill asked of me. 

"Yes, I know all that," T replied. 
"But here is what puzzles me: when 
you or^ntzed the capitalists, preach¬ 
ers, editors, labor leaders and politi¬ 
cians into your league to smash So¬ 


cialism there were only about a UaH 
milUoD Socialist voters in this coun¬ 
try and now, after a year of bom- 
bardtng tbe Socialist ranks. 1 find 
that they have about seven hundred 
thousand voters. That's Hnny, isn't it? 
I'd imagine that your opposition 
should have weakened them instead 
of given them added strength and 
numbers." 

HiU stuttered and stammered at my 
remark and then mumbled: "I'm 
sure that I can’t be blamed for the 
increase in the Socialist vote. Were 
I to have my way about it there would 
be no Socialist party in existence 
today.** 

I then asked him why he is so 
strenuously opposed to Socialism. Hts 
reply went something like this: 

"The Socialists are irreligious — 
they are brigands, that's what they 
are. Thej* frankly ^work for the 
'grand act of confiscation'—they plain¬ 
ly say they intend to rob the capi- 
tsltsts of their wealth. The Socialists 
are atheists and are against the 
church of God. They are bent on 
changing this present form of society 
and bringing about a systenrthat will 
enable the loafer to enjoy the sweets 
of life.** 

I thought it about time to inter- 
ntpt. What I said was: 

"Don't you think that this system 
that we are living under enables the 
loafers to live off the best that labor 
produces? I believe that your argu¬ 
ment smashes away at capitalism more 
effectively than at Socialism. Anyone 
who has studied the (question in the 
least knows that the Socialists are 
working for a system that will do 
away with parasites. They declare 
that only by one's labor shall a per¬ 
son consume.** 

Hill settled back in his chair and 
chuckled loudly. Continuing, I said: 

"You say, Mr, Hill, that the So¬ 
cialists are atheists. Mayha some are. 
they have a perfect right to be such, 
but you are wrong when you say 
that the Socialist movement is anti- 
religious. The Socialist movement is 
a political and economic organization 
and does not tamper with one's re¬ 
ligious beliefs. It holds that religion 
is a private matter. Its convention 
decided that question thoroughly. You 
should get the proceedings and read 
A few pamphlets on Socialism 
this I would do you no harm." 

Hill then replied: "I don't think 
you stand much chance of converting 
me to the Socialistic theor>'. I might 
add that I don't care to enter into a 
discussion with you on this question. 
Good morning.’’

The opposition to' a popular recall 
fot judges speaks volumes for the 
recognition by great interests of the 
judiciary as the ultimate seat of pow¬ 
er. and of their wish to keep it. "Let 
our judges censor the laws of a coun¬ 
try." they seem to say. "and we care 
not j*ho enacts them." Their pretense 
that disgruntled litigants would set 
the recall machine in motion against 
judges who decided for their adver¬ 
saries if altogether tdo thin. Defeat¬ 
ed litigants couid get but few signa¬ 
tures to their pt titions for a recall of 
the judge. The public would laugh at 
them The^^ only recourse would be 
the time hallowed one of a spell of 
“cussin* the judge out in the tavern 
•table." But we are told that “no 
fclf-re*pecting lawyer would consent 
to be a judge," with the recall staring 
him in the face It were better if the 
man who for that reason wouldn't 
take a judgeship were left to his pick 
ings as an open instead of a concealed 
lawyer for special interests. Might 
a judge be recalled beernse he held 
that "a county was obliged to pay 
bonds which the people wished to re¬ 
pudiate?"

Since the price 
of cows is set by the meat trust and 
not by Comcobb. he is unable ter 
shift hti tax, consequently the quar¬ 
ter comes out of his own pocket. 

The earthly remains of the brindle 
cow, consisting of the hide reposing 
in ihr storage house of the hide dea¬ 
ler. It taxed ten cents. When the hide 
it sc^d to the tanner, the tax is sold 
wfffi it 

The cow hide in the tan yard it 
also taxed to the tunr of one dime. 

By this time twenty cents taxes 
have accumulated on what was once 
a brindle cow. ^^'hen the tanner tells 
the hide to the shoe manufacturer, 
the twenty cents goes with it. 

Shoes too. are subjt^M^gjcation. 
The iTu*tnfacturer slap* the tax on 
the shoe and shuts tbe whole accumu¬ 
lation of hide tax, leather tax and 
shoe tax on the jobber. 

The tax on the shoe in the job* 


bing bouse it transferred to the retad 
dealer, and when Tim Moriarrty tears 
the end off hit pay envelope when he 
buys a pair of shoes, he pays the hide 
tax, leather tax, factory tax. jobber 
tax and retailer'a tax. Resides this, 
he pays interest and profit on .the 
money, which the so-called taxpayer 
has so kindly advanced. Mr. Tax¬ 
payer gets the credit for .«upporttng 
the government, stniti about like a 
turkey gobbler and Tim Moriarity 
foots the bill.

The World-Wide Banking System 


T he banking system of all coun-! 
tries are essentially the same. 
All governments have* the sole 
and exclusive right to “coin money, 
and fix the value thereor in theory, 
but in practice they have DELEG.AT- 
ED this POWER to a CLASS—the 
bankers. 

Our national government issues in¬ 
terest-bearing bonds, then allows na¬ 
tional banks to deposit these bonds-in 
the national treasury, issuing* to the 
banker the face value of the bonds in 
national hank notes. These notes the 
government guarantees. 

PRACTICALLY, national bonds 
are purchased by the very notes (na¬ 
tional b nk notes) which the govern¬ 
ment isBi es upon said bonds. 

The wh*1e proposition is such an 
obvious piece of class legislation that 
no intelligent person w*ill defend it. 

Some exceedingly intere.sting CON- 
TRADKTTIONS have grown out of 
the system. For instance: The total 
amount of money in the United 
States is $3493 per capita, but the 
amount on DEPOSIT IN THE 
B.ANKS IS $215-37- I" other words, 
there is more than six times as much 
MONEY depoiifed in the banks than 
there is in existence. This is not all. 
Of the $34-93. about $18 is in active 
circulation among the people In actual 


money, making the deposits thijneen

available for banking.

Simon Wing It Dead 

Simon Wing, the first Socialist can¬ 
didate for president of the United 
states, died in Boston at the ripe old 
age of 84. He was the candidate of 
the Socialists in 1894 and polled zi.- 
164 TOtea. Wing was a fine old gen¬ 
tleman, says an exchange, with a 
great heart and unlimited aympatbies 
for the working class. He was the 
inventor of many photographic de¬ 
vices, chief among them the multi- 
plyiag camera.
